(j) Acconiplishments : Barley: Remained 24 days in their area, then 
were surrounded by a Coruiranist force, with whom they fought and 
lost their equipment. Finding the remaining part of their area 
strongly occupied by military forces they exfiltrabed. They 
mads local contacts and brought out some useful information. 

Slipper and Ebony: were surprised together five days after 

infiltration and lost their equipment. They made their w'ay in 
2 groups to Yugoslavia, one group staying in the Peshkopi area for 
22 days. They brought out a little information, but otheiujise 
accomplished little except local contacts, 

Olive: made local contacts and ^■/irolsss contact which they 
maintained for 13 days. Theyvere in a position to prolong ' 
their stay but were ambushed by security forces as the result 
of the murder of Comriiunist officials in their district, and 
broken up. Three surviving members exfiltratsd separately 
and brought back some useful information. 

(k) Teams with w/t sets and comments on their success: Earley's 
set could not be made to transmit though they could hear their 
base. Therefore they buried it. 

Ebony lost their sets before they had found a suitable place 
to keep their schedule. 

Olive made successful contact and proved the usefulness of 
their equipment "the success of their training,
